Let the Baby Laarn to Walk Himself 

Please don't do it! There is probably 
not one case in a hundred or distress¬ 
ingly bowlegs that cuuuot be laid to 
tile fault of a proud mother or some 
eager relative who has not ouly allow 
ed but encouraged the victim, wheu a 
baby, to walk too soon. 

One can sympathize with very par¬ 
donable pride and eagerness with which 
young parents watch the first efforts 
toward walking on the part of the 
baby, but it is not easy to pardon the 
Ignorance displayed in forcing the fat 
baby to stand and walk before the 
bones are strong enough to bear the 
weight of the heavy little body. 

The baby allowed to learn to walk 
and to make his first experiments of 
his own accord without undue forcing 
or teaching will develop naturally, with 
small legs sufficiently strong to bear 
the weight of the sturdy body when 
walking time comes 

It must be remembered that it is not 
merely want of strength that prevents 
an infant from walking at first The 
natural shape of the legs renders it im¬ 
possible. The feet are turned in. so 
that the inner sides are upward When 
placed upon its feet while the baby is 
very young the soles will not rest upon 
the ground But this need not occasion 
any alarm on the part of the mother 
In a short time the position of the feet 
will change, and they will become fit 
ted for the purposes of locomotion 
Then each process in “learning to 
walk" should be allowed to develop

SHOW AT FORTOLA ALIENUHD ACT 


It’s not to be all beer and skittles at 
the Portola Festival in Han Francisco 
from October 22d to 25th this year. 
Erudition is to mix with pleasure. 

The farmer is to be the gainer. He ^ 
will learn from a large collection of ! 
data and soil products just what his 
land is best fitted for, whether he is in 
the right, section for his talents and 
when best to grow his crops. 

The California Land Hhow, the big¬ 
gest thing of its kind the Pacific Coast 
has seen, is going to provide this in¬ 
formation. It will be in progress all 
through the liesta, housed in a red¬ 
wood forest under canvass at Eighth 
and Market streets. 

This show will be a great school for 
the soil tiller. Every section of Cali- 
iornia will show its products and there 
will be someone there to tell all comers 
how they are grown. Washington, 
Oregon, Arizona an ' Nevada also will 
be represented by ex.nbits. 

But it will not be ah delving into the j 
scientific end of the farm business. 
Pleasure will be mixed in. Three 
bands will keep the air alive with 
music and other gay attractions will 
help to make the recesses of the farm 
school pass merrily. 

The land show will be as near a re¬ 
plica of a section of California as 
man’s ingenious fingers can make 
it. The walls of the three huge tents 
will be lined with redwood bark. The 
tentpoles will be concealed beneath 
the same colorful reddish brown. The 
oflicers of the show will sit at desks in 
the interior of a fallen Sequoia Gigan- 
tea, 100 feet long and 18 feet diameter. 
The entrance to the show will be 
through the hollow of the fallen giant 
of the forest. 

Eighteen tunnels lined with the 
stones native to this state will lead 
from tent to tent. They will be mas¬ 
sive corridors of granite, soapstone, 
onyx and all the other stones indige¬ 
nous to this section. 

The exhibits will be artistic. They 
will be in the form of towers, trees, 
animals and such other freak arrange¬ 
ments as draw the crowds. Edward 
H. Brown, manager of the show, is 
now busy draughting plans for these 
exhibits. 

The greatest Luther Burbank exhib¬ 
it ever known will have the place of 
honor directly in front of the entrance. 
Everything that the wizard of horti¬ 
culture has produced will be on dis¬ 
play. Home of his newest and hither¬ 
to unknown discoveries will be shown. 

Near the Burbank exhibit will spout 
a great fountain. 

Practical demonstrations will be 
given in horticulture, irrigation, 
ranching and stockraising. Any 
farmer who is alllicted with a plant or 
animal pest will be told just what to 
do to get rid of it. 

The Houthern Pacific railroad will 
maintain a lecture room, where talks 
on farming will be given, illustrated 
by stereopticon slides. The California 
Htate Horticulture Department will 
send a special representative to en¬ 
lighten orchardisls on spraying and 
the eradication ol pests. 

All this will be going on while the 
queen of the Portola reigns. It will 
be one of the attractions which the 
busy visitors to the fiesta certainly 
must take in. 

Increased activity has been shown 
in the Cucaracha slide of the Panama 
Canal south of Gold Hill, Panama, dur¬ 
ing the last few days. The cut at 
that point is nearly closed, only one 
available track being left at the sev¬ 
enty-foot west level across the canal. 
As this is the beginning of the rainy 
! season, still greater trouble is ex- 
i pected and drainage pipes have been 
laid around the slide to the south to 
prevent the backing of the water in 
case a movement occurs during heavy 
rain. The Cucaracha slide, which is 
! known as a normal, or gravity, slide, 
is one of the largest of its type in the 
Isthmus. It gave great trouble to the 
French company in 1887, when it 
reached a maximum area development 
of about fifty-two acres. More than 
2,000,000 yards of clay and surface de¬ 
bris, according to Government ex¬ 
perts, have slid into the cut from this 
slide since it first became active.

Illinois Representative Otters 
Resolution In Congress 


Representative Britten of Illinois 
has introduced a resolution in the 
House at Washington directing the 
Judiciary Committee to instruct the 
Attorney-General and the State De¬ 
partment to institute in the courts a 
test case of the California alien land 
bill, should the bill be signed by Gov¬ 
ernor Johnson. The resolution de¬ 
clared that the bill is a violation of 
the treaty between the United States 
and Japan signed two years ago. 

The resolution will be referred to 
the Judiciary Committee when that 
committee is appointed after the tar¬ 
iff bill is out of the House. It is not 
probable that action will be had on it 
this session. 

“It is simply a question of whether 
Japan believes the time has come to 
strike.” declared former Senator Chas. 
Towne of Minnesota at the White 
House, in discussing the situation 
raised by the alien land bill. 

“Sooner or later we will have to 
fight Japan for the control of the Pa¬ 
cific. I served as counsel to the Em¬ 
peror of Corea and I have come in 
contact with Marquis Ito and most of 
the leading men of Japan. 

“On the face of things, Japan must 
expand. Crowded into a region no 
bigger than Montana are 50,000,000 
people, and when they believe the hour 
has come for war with us for the mas¬ 
tery of the Pacific, there will be no 
lack of excuses for beginning it. 

"I wired Governor Johnson last 
night that, no matter what he did, if 
Japan thought it expeditious to strike 
us now, the blow would fall, but at the 
same time he ought to see to it that 
any law passed would be so worded 
that we would not be held to blame 
in the eyes of the world." 

Senator Towne declared there was 
only one way to preserve peace, and 
that was to have a fleet that was the 
equal of Japan’s plus that any other 
power would be liable to send into the 
Pacific to take sides with her. He said 
it was idle to talk of Japan landing 
troops in California. 


6ENERAL NEWS EVENTS 


Foster parents may administer cor¬ 
poral punishment to children, but if 
that punishment is excessively brutal 
the child may recover damages. That 
was the tenor of a decision by the 
Kansas City Court of Appeals. 

Coal lands involving 3400 acres and 
valued at approximately $ 1 , 000,000 
were surrendered to the United States 
Government Friday by the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron Company in considera¬ 
tion of the dismissal of a suit involv¬ 
ing 5800 acres owned by the company. 

Negotiations that have been pending 
for nearly two months were completed 
recently, whereby the holdings of the 
Alaska Fishermen's Packing Company 
at Astoria, Ore., are bought by Libby, 
McNeil & Libby, Chicago meat pack¬ 
ers. The consideration was approxi¬ 
mately $500,000. 

Aleko Shinas, who assassinated King 
George of Greece on March 18th at 
Salonika, committed suicide a few 
days ago by flinging himself out of a 
window of the police station in that 
city. A few days ago the doctor ex¬ 
amined Shinas and announced that he 
was dying of tuberculosis. 

“My ambition now is to be a great, 
great-grandmother. Children are the 
greatest joy of life,” said Sarah Bern- 
j hardt, who has arrived in New York 
! from a tour across the country. “I 
want to say, too,” she added, “that no 
woman should marry a man younger 
than herself. I think it is a fatal 
blunder to do so, especially if the wo¬ 
man has passed 40.”

PANAMA EXPOSITION NEWS 


Electricians are now planning for 
the construction of the largest search¬ 
light in the world, which the Mount 
Tamalpais Railroad intends to Install 
on top of Mount Tamalpais as an 
added Exposition feature. It is hoped 
that the rays of the powerful light will 
reach across the Golden Gate and tip 
the mountain tops for miles around 
and that they will also illuminate the 
1915 Exposition grounds. There is a 
doubt among experts as to whether 
rays of light can be made to illuminate 
the Exposition site. Some claim that 
on clear nights this can be done, but 


question Is setttled. A firm of elec¬ 
trical engineers are at present mak¬ 
ing a searchlight fitted with a para¬ 
bolic Bausch and Lomb mirror lens 
and arc lamp capable of one hundred 
and twenty ampere- of current capa¬ 
city, to be imereased as desired. The 
lens is so constructed as to concen¬ 
trate the intense light on a 100-foot 
square spot at a distance of nine miles 
from the lens. Thrown into the sky 
a beam from this lamp will be seen at. 
100 miles distance, and objects will bo 
illuminated at a distance of ten to 
twenty miles.

This busy minister called on the 
business men of the town, asking each 
of them for ft small amount which was 
to be used as premiums for contests in 
flower and vegetable gardens. Per¬ 
mission was secured from all owners 
of vacant lots to use these waste places 
for gardeu purposes. Boys were in¬ 
terested. and they sent for bulletins 
from the agricultural college and cata¬ 
logues from the seed houses. The work 
was directed by the minister. 

In July a flower show was held and 
in September a vegetable fair. 

The effort put forth by the minister 
not only exceeded the expectations of 
the most enthusiastic business men.

The extension division 
of the agricultural college is interested 
in promoting home gardens and will 
publish a leaflet on that subject in 
April. This leaflet will be sent free to 
all boys and girls who will take up 
gardeu work."

A Duiietir. ol the rederal department 
of education describes how twenty-two 
school children of Driver, Va., paid the 
expenses of a vacation trip to Wash¬ 
ington out of the profits of their Indi¬ 
vidual school farms. 

“Further inquiry,” says the bulletin, 
"showed that this is not the first time 
the children have learned that intelli¬ 
gent farming brings in a cash return. 
Each student makes regularly a profit 
of from $25 to $100 on the individual 
garden patch he cultivates. In addi¬ 
tion, the children help in working a 
school farm, which after paying all 
expenses, including the wages of a 
man who serves both as a farm hand 
and school janitor, shows a profit of 
about $200. 

“The director is confident that with a 
seventy-five acre farm, which he hopes 
to have soon, his boys will be able to 
earn their own living entirely while 
attending school.” 


Whereas, the City of South San Francisco 
is a municipal corporation incorporated under 
the laws of the State of California, and the 
legislative branch of said City of South San 
Francisco is designated as the Board of Trus¬ 
tees of the City of South San Francisco and 
consists of five members, and the President of 
said Board of Trustees is the chief executive 
of said municipality, and 

Whereas the legislative branch of said City 
of South San Francisco, County of San Ma¬ 
teo. State of California, to-wit: the Board of 
Trustees of said City of South San Francisco 
did on the 24th day of March, 1913,. by an 
affirmative vote of more than two thirds of 
its members, to-wit: the five members of Aid 
legislative branch, determine in due and propel 
form by resolution that public interest and ne¬ 
cessity demand the acquisition, construction 
and completion of certain public municipal im¬ 
provements in and for said City of South San 
Francisco, to-wit: The acquisition, construc¬ 
tion and completion of a system of sewers for 
said City of South San Francisco including 
an outfall sewer, and the acquisition of the 
necessary rights of way for said outfall sewer: 
that the cost of said municipal improvements 
will be too great to be paid out of the ordinary 
annual income and revenue of said City ot 
South San Francisco, and will, in addition 
to the other expenditures of said City of South 
San Francisco, exceed the income and reve¬ 
nue provided for any one year, and 

Whereas, the executive, the President of the 
Board of Trustees of said City of South San 
Francisco, County of San Mateo, State of Cal¬ 
ifornia, did on the 24th day of March, 1 g 13, 
duly and regularly approve such action of said 
legislative branch, and 

Whereas, the total assessed value of all the 
real and personal property within said City of 
South San Francisco is the sum of $1,304,- 
253.00, and 

Whereas, the City of South San Francisco 
has incurred no indebtedness heretofore for 
public improvements, and 

Whereas, the indebtedness herein proposed 
to be incurred for said municipal improve¬ 
ments shall not in the aggregate exceed fif¬ 
teen per cent of the assessed value of all the 
real and personal property in said City of 
South San Francisco, 

Now therefore, the Board of Trustees of 
the City of South San Francisco do ordain 
as follows: 

Section 1. A special election is hereby 
called and shall be held in the City of South 
San Francisco, County of San Mateo, State of 
California, on Tuesday, the 13th day of May, 
1913, for the purpose of submitting, and at 
which election there shall be submitted to the 
qualified electors of the City of South San 
Francisco, the proposition to incur a bonded 
indebtedness of $62,000.00 in Gold Coin of the 
United States of America, for the purpose of 
acquisition, construction and completion by said 
City of South San Francisco, a municipal cor¬ 
poration, of a system of sewers for said City 
of South San Francisco, including an outfall 
sewer, and the acquisition of the necessary 
rights of way -for said outfall sewer; 

And the last mentioned date, to-wit, the 
13th day of May, 1913, is hereby fixed as the 
date for holding said special election and no¬ 
tice of said election is hereby given and the 
said proposition to incur said bonded indebted¬ 
ness by said City of South San Francisco is 
hereby submitted to the qualified voters of 
said City of South San Francisco for their 
determination at said election. 

Section 2. The object and purpose for 
which said bonded indebtedness of $62,000.00 
is proposed to be incurred and bonds issued is 
the acquisition, construction and completion 
of a system of sewers for said City of South 
San Francisco including an outfall sewer, and 
the acquisition of the necessary rights of way 
for such outfall sewer. 

Section 3. The estimated cost of said mu¬ 
nicipal improvements is $62,000.00 and the 
amount of the principal of the indebtedness 
to be incurred therefor is $62,000.00. 

Section 4. If at said special election two- 
thirds of all the voters voting at such special 
election shall vote in favor of incurring a 
bonded indebtedness of $62,000.00, as in this 
ordinance provided, said bonds shall be au¬ 
thorized to be issued and shall be issued to 
the amount of $62,000.00. for the purpose 
aforesaid, payable in Gold Coin of the United 
States of America; said bonds shall be nego¬ 
tiable in form and shall be of the character 
known as serials and shall bear the rate of in¬ 
terest and shall be paid as hereinafter pro¬ 
vided. 

The bonds authorized to be issued pursuant 
to said election shall bear interest from their 
date until paid at the rate of five per cent per 
annum, payable semi-annually, and the princi¬ 
pal and interest of said bonds shall be payable 
in Gold Coin of the United States of America 
| in the manner following, that is to say: one 
I thirty-first (1-31) part of the whole amount of 
the principal of said indebtedness created un¬ 
der the provisions of this ordinance shall be 
paid each and every year at the City Treasury 
of said City of South San Francisco, County 
of San Mateo, State of California, on a day 
and date to be hereafter fixed by the legisla¬ 
tive branch of said municipality, together with 
the interest on all sums unpaid at such date; 
provided that the interest on said bonds shall 
be paid semi-annually so that there shall be 
a payment of interest on all sums then un¬ 
paid in each and every half-year, one of 
such semi-annual payments in each year being 


on the day and date of the payment of the 
annual installment of the principal of such 
indebtedness as aforesaid; and 

Provided further that said interest shall be 
evidenced by the proper coupons attached to 
said bonds, a separate coupon being attached 
to each bond for each semi-annual payment of 
the interest to become due on such bond; and 
That the total indebtedness authorized to be 
created at said election shall be represented 
by bonds payable in the manner aforesaid, and 
that said bonds shall be issued in such denom¬ 
inations as the legislative branch of said City 
of South San Francisco may determine, ex¬ 
cept that no bonds shall be of a less denom¬ 
ination than one hundred dollars nor of a 
greater denomination than one thousand dol¬ 
lars and that said bonds shall be known as 
municipal improvement sewer bonds. 

Section 5. It is further ordained that the 
manner of holding said special election and 
of voting thereat for and against said propo¬ 
sition of incurring said indebtedness, shall be 
as provided in this ordinance and that in all 
particulars not recited herein such special elec¬ 
tion shall be held as provided by law for 
holding municipal elections in said City of 
South San Francisco, and that in all particu¬ 
lars not recited herein and not provided for 
by law for holding such municipal elections, 
the general election laws of the State of Cal¬ 
ifornia, so far as the same may be applicable, 
shall apply; 

That for the purpose of said special elec¬ 
tion said City of South San Francisco has 
been and now is divided into two (2) elec¬ 
tion precincts respectively to be^ known as 
“South Sati Francisco Municipal Election Pre¬ 
cinct No. 1” and “South San Francisco Mu¬ 
nicipal Election Precinct No. 2.” 

South San Francisco Municipal Election Pre¬ 
cinct No. i shall contain all that territory of 
said city included within the following de¬ 
scribed boundaries, to-wit: 

Beginning at a point on the easterly line 
of the main county road leading from San 
Francisco to San Jose, where the southeast¬ 
erly line of the 90.11 acre tract of land, for¬ 
merly the land of Tomaso Cresta, intersects 
said road and running thence northeasterly 
along the southeasterly line of said Tomaso 
Cresta 90.11 acre tract to the southwesterly 
line of the lands of the Crocker estate; run¬ 
ning thence southeasterly along the south¬

The supporters of the bill included 
Sir Edward Grey, David Lloyd-George, 
Rufus Isaacs, Augustin Birrell, Syd¬ 
ney Buxton, C. F. G. Masterman, Sir 
J. A. Simon and F. D. Acland. 

Sir Edward Grey, Secretary of For¬ 
eign Affairs, supported the bill. He 
said there was ample evidence that a 
very large section of the women of the 
country had shown by constitutional 
means that they favored the enfran¬ 
chisement of their sex.

A posse of special deputy sheriffs, 
led by deputies from Sheriff J. H.

If there are to he individual drink¬ 
ing cups and fresh water on the San 
Mateo cars they will have to come 
from orders of the State Railroad 
Commission and not by a law of the 
Assembly prescribing them and mak¬ 
ing the Board of Health Supervisor 
to see that they are in place. Assem¬ 
blyman Victor Canepa’s hill providing 
for such equipment on all cars trav¬ 
eling fifteen miles in one trip was de¬ 
feated in the Senate on reconsidera¬ 
tion. The vote was 14 in favor of the 
bill and 15 opposed. 

By the terms of the Finn hill, which 
has been concurred in by both Senate 
and Assembly, it will he possible for 
Californians to have certain kinds of 
fish and shell fish even when the 
closed season is on in the State.. The 
bill provides that crabs, salmon and 
trout can be shipped into the Califor¬ 
nia markets when they cannot be tak¬ 
en in local waters. Provision is made 
whereby the Fish and Game Commis¬ 
sion receives hills of lading of such 
shipments, and that the fish so im¬ 
ported are under its jurisdiction. 

R. A. Anderson, former Sheriff of 
Butte County, Indian fighter and pion¬ 
eer, has during the last forty-nine 
years traveled with horse and buggy 
a distance more than equaling the 
aggregate of seven times the circum¬ 
ference of the earth. And all of his 
traveling has been done with his 
home on Rock r 'reek as a base. An¬ 
derson’s home is nine miles from 
Chico by the road he travels. He has 
since 1864 made on an average of three 
trips to Chico and back each week 
This makes 64 miles a week, or 102,- 
072 miles in the forty-nine years. 

A picnic given by the Industrial 
Workers of the World in a grove on 
the outskirts of Los Angeles wound up 
in a riot recently. As a result, twenty- 
eight men who participated were ar¬ 
rested and lodged in jail. It had been 
reported to the police that liquor was 
being sold without a license at the 
picnic, and three patrolmen were sent 
out to break up the liquor traffic. The 
picnickers gave the trio of police a 
warm reception and their attitude was 
so threatening that a riot call was 
turned in. Forty patrolmen and six 
detectives responded. 

Senate committee amendments in¬ 
creasing the duck bag limit from fif¬ 
teen to twenty a day and from thirty 
to forty a week were turned down on 
the floor of the Senate and the bill in 
this respect passed as it came from 
the Assembly. The only change was 
an amendment taking the closed sea¬ 
son from bush and cotton- tail rabbits. 
Hotel and restaurants are prohibited 
by the bill from having in storage more 
than fifteen ducks, black sea brant, 
valley or desert quail, or Wilson snipe, 
or more than twenty doves, ten moun¬ 
tain quail or four grouse or sage hens. 

The Caminetti bill, known as the 
antitrust measue, passed the Senate 
by a vote of 22 to 7. Although it is 
not so drastic as other bills first in¬ 
troduced, and it is a sort of a com- ] 
promise measure, it still regulates j 
certain discriminatory practices.
